For two days in October, a blazing inferno charred the hills 
above Oakland, California, killing at least 24 people and 
destroying more than 2300 homes. 

Gorbachev resigns 

Mikhail Gorbachev, the Soviet reformer who championed 
glasnost, survived a coup attempt in August 1991. He later 
resigned from the Communist party. At the end of 1991, 
after the breakup of the USSR left only three republics, 
Russian president Boris Yeltsin led the republics in form- 
ing a Commonwealth of Independent States with Minsk, 
Byelorussia as its capital. 

Hostages released 

Six surviving Americans who had been kidnapped in Bei- 
rut by pro-iranian Shiite Muslims were released in 1991. 
Terry Anderson, correspondent for the Associated Press, 
was the last hostage to be released. He had been held the 
longest — six years, 265 days. 

Clarence Thomas hearings 

The nomination of Clarence Thomas to the U.S. Supreme 
Court sparked controversy about the issue of sexual har- 
assment. Former aide Anita Hill said Thomas harassed her 
when she worked for him at the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission. TV audiences were spellbound on 
October 11 as she testified before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. Thomas accused the Committee of conduct- 
ing a "high-tech lynching.” The Senate later voted 52-48 to 
confirm Thomas. 

Trial draws viewers 

Another sex-and-politics drama was televised nationally 
when William Kennedy Smith went to trial in West Palm 
Beach, Florida. He faced a charge of raping Patricia Bow- 
man, a woman he met at a nightclub Easter weekend. He 
was later found not guilty.

Show after thirty years of entertaining both old and 
young viewers. The Cosby Show also aired its final 
episode after eight years of family entertainment. Other 
favorites that aired their final episodes: McGyver, Grow- 
ing Pains, and Who's the Boss?. 

Quayle criticizes Murphy Brown 

Vice-president Dan Quayle criticized the Nay 6 airing of 
Murphy Brown in which Candice Bergen's character 
Murphy Brown gave birth to a child out of wedlock. 
Quayle was quoted as saying, "This episode mocks the 
importance of fathers.” Some Americans argue that 
Murphy Brown represents many of the young single 
mothers and their struggles. 

Revelation stuns America 

Earvin "Magic” Johnson, superstar basketball player of 
the L.A. Lakers, stunned the sports world and the nation 
November 7 when he announced he was retiring be- 
cause he had contracted the HIV virus. 

Another stunning revelation 

Tennis legend Arthur Ashe revealed he had been in- 
fected with the AIDS virus. Ashe won the U.S. Open in 
1968, and he became the first and so far only black man 
to conquer Wimbledon when he defeated Jimmy Con- 
nors in 1975. He was infected through a blood trans- 
fusion after a 1983 heart bypass operation. 

Dahmer convicted 

Convicted child molester and chocolate factory worker 
Jeffrey Dahmer pleaded guilty by reason of insanity to 
murdering and dismembering 15 men and boys in a 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, murder trial. The jury found 
Dahmer sane. He will be sentenced to 15 life terms in 
prison. At his trial, Dahmer said, "I carried it too far, 
that's for sure.” 

Tyson convicted 

In March, former heavyweight champion Mike Tyson 
was charged and convicted of raping teenage beauty 
queen Desiree Washington in an Indianapolis hotel 
room. He was sentenced to six years in prison, fined 
$30,000, and denied bail pending the appeal of his 
case. Tyson's trial set a precedent that signifies a new 
era in prosecuting famous athletes. 

"Got it! ” 

Members of the space shuttle Endeavor Pierre Thuot, 
Richard Hieb, and Thomas Akers made history when 
they became the first three persons to walk in space

simultaneously. The astronauts grabbed the satellite In- 
telsat-6 when a fifteen-foot "capture bar" failed to attach 
to the satellite earlier. 

LJt. Riots — Rodney King 

On April 30, a jury acquitted 4 white officers in the March 
1991 videotaped beating of black motorist Rodney King. 
Soon after the verdict was announced, violence, looting, 
and burning spread throughout south central Los Angeles, 
leaving at least fifty-four dead. 

'92 Presidential campaign 

Many presidential candidates were forced to explain past 
actions. Presidential candidate Bill Clinton was targeted 
on areas concerning his marriage, previous draft expe- 
rience, and his use of marijuana when he was attending 
college; his opponent, Jerry Brown was questioned about 
drug use. Additional highlights in the campaign for pres- 
ident were the defeats of Jerry Brown and Paul Tsongas in 
the primaries, and the entrance of Texas billionaire H. 
Ross Perot. 

AIDS awareness 

Fueled by the rising rate of HIV infection among teens, Hew 
York City high schools began distributing condoms to 
their students without parental consent amid protests 
from angry parents and the Roman Catholic Church. 

Airport decision 

Gary, Calumet, and Chicago fought to be chosen as the 
site for a regional airport. Calumet is the most likely site, 
but many residents are hesitant to accept the airport 
because of the noise and possible pollution. 

Chicago flooding 

The Chicago River flooded basements of businesses in 
downtown Chicago when a hole developed in one of the 
underground tunnels that run beneath the city. Taxpayers 
affected by the flood were given an extra week to file their 
income taxes.

Andrean bid a sorrowful goodbye to Sis- 
ter Rose Mary Abbick on April 25, 1992. 
Sister was 77. 

Sr. Rose Mary, a Kansas native, became 
a sister of SS. Cyril and Methodius in 1941. 
She became principal and superior of Holy 
Trinity in Gary before coming to Andrean in 
1959 as the first girls' principal. 

Sr. Rose Mary had a master's degree in 
theology from Marquette University. She 
also taught in Hew Jersey, South Carolina, 
and Pennsylvania. 

"We used to call her Mother Foundress,'' 
Sr. Christopher, assistant principal and su- 


perior of the convent, said. "She was the 
first principal for girls." 

In 1969, Sr. Rose Mary became principal 
for St. Cyril Academy, a girls' boarding 
school at the mother house in Danville, 
Pennsylvania. In 1980, she came back to 
Andrean to teach religion. For more than a 
decade she was Andrean's clown coach. 

"She loved her classes and her stu- 
dents," Sr. Christopher said. "She was 
very, very patient with them and very kind. 
She had a very keen sense of humor." 

She will be greatly missed by all who 
knew her.
